WANTS SLACKERS SENTENCED TO 
WORKHOUSE INSTEAD OF JAIL 


Assistant U. S. District Attorney Tells 
Court Life in Cell Would Be 
Too Easy for Men. 

Assistant United States District At- 
torney Woodward, in the United 
States District Court today, asked 
that men found guilty of failing to 
register for the draft be sentenced to 
the city workhouse instead of the St. 
Charles Jail as heretofore. He said 
life would be too easy for slackers in 
the jail, and workhouse discipline 
would be a more fit punishment. 

Several men accused as slackers 
were arraigned today. In some cases 
where they had been in jail since 
July, Judge Dyer gave them a sen- 
tence corresponding to the time they 
had been imprisoned and concurrent 
with it, and ordered that they be re- 


leased.

“It ig the citizen's duty to obey the | 
law until it is repealed or declared 
unconstitutional. But he has. the 
inalienable right to fight what he 
deems an obnoxious law or a wrong- 
ful policy in the courts and at the 
ballot box. 

“It is the suppressed emotion of 
the masses that breeds revolution. 
If the American people are to carry 
on this great war; if public opinion 
is to be enlightened and intelligent 
there must be free discussion. 

“Congress, as well as the people 
of the United States entered the war 
in great cenfusion of mind and 
under feverish excitement. The 
President's leadership was followed 


unquestioningly in the faith that he | 


had some big, unrevealed plan by 


which peace that would exalt him be- |} 


fore all the world would soon be 
achieved. 

“Gradualiy, reluctantly Congress 
and the country are beginning to per- 
ceive that we are in this terrific 
world conffict not only to right our 
wrongs, not only to aid the allies, 
not only to share its awful death 
tol! and its fearful tax burdens, but, 
perhaps, 
war. 

“And so I say if we are o forestal' 
the danger of being drawn into years 
of war, perhaps ‘finally to attain im- 
perialisny and exp loi tation, the peo- 
ple must unite in a campaign along 
constitutional lines for free discus- 
sion of the policy of the war and its 
conclusion on a just basis.”’ 

While it was true that the war 
must be gone through with, he-said, 
it was not true that “we must go 
through to the end to accomplish 
an undisclosed purpose, to reach an 
unknown goal.”’ 

Every preparation for prosecuting 
the war must be made, the Wiscon- 
sin Senator declared, but he claimed 
teh right to discuss honest differ- 
ences of pinion. 

“Shall we ask the people to shut 
their eyes and take the entire war 
program on faith?’ he asked. “The 
way to paralyze the German arm, is 
to declare our objects in this war 
and show that we are not seeking 
to dictate o form of government tc.

‘Crush at Opening of 
New Street Market 


Thousands of Women Besiege 15 Farmers’ 
Wagons at Jefferson-Park Stand and 
Quickly Buy Producers Out--- 
Formal Opening Held. 


Several thousand housewives, 
nearly all carrying baskets of ample 
capacity, besieged the new Jeffer- 
son-Park consumers* street market 
from 6 to 9 a. m. today and bought 
out the 15 farmers and truck gard- 
eners who were the first to take their 


stand. 
So great was the rush that officials 
of the South Jefferson Avenue Busi- 
ness Men's Association, which estab- 
lished the market, went to the Sou- 
lard Market and induced a few other 
farmers to bring their goods to the 
Jefferson-Park market, and they also 
were quickly sold out upon arrival. 
The market extends along Jeffer- 
son avenue, from Park to Russell, 
and though the farmers had sold out 
shortly after taking their stands, 
the buyers lingered to participate in 
the formal opening exercises which 
were held in front of the Barr 
Branch Library, Jefferson and La- 
fayette. 
The Jefferson-Park market is the 
second consumers’ market to be es- 
tablished under the spreading move- 
ment to enable consumers to deal 
directly with the producers, and a 
permit for a third smaller market, 
to be established on St. Louis ave- 
nue, from Fifteenth to Nineteenth 
streets, has been issued by the city. 
Wild Hunter Market, which was 
opened Sept. 8 on South Broadway, 
between Osage and Winnebago, three 
blocks, today drew 80 farmers, and 
the great crowds of women who 
were on hand early indicated that 
the farmers would dispose of their 
produce. before noon. There is room 
for 300 wagons at this market, and 
more than 200 farmers have received 
permission to sell from wagons there. 
More than 150 farmers had prom- 
ised to bring their produce to the 
Jefferson-Park market, according to 
F. M. Kalert of the South Jefferson 
Avenue Business Men’s Association. 
and ample space was provided for 
this number, but only 15 availed 
themselves of the @pportunity. More 


are expected next Saturday, how- 
ever, and it is believed that all the 
stands will be occupied when the 
farmers learn that there is a real de- 
mand for their products. Kalert 
pointed out that this market is in 
the center of a population of 200,000, 
which will be more than sufficient 
patronage for all the farmers who 
come there, 
Many Women Arrive Early. 

The association had provided a 
band to enliven things, and from 6 
o’clock on buying was done to the 
accompaniment of patriotic and a 
variety of airs. Hundreds of women 
were on the ground even before 6 
o’clock, when the first farmers’ 
trucks arrived, and soon thereafter 
the crowd grew to such proportions 
that it became almost unmanageable. 
but remained good-natured and 
evinced the greatest interest in the 
novelty of the situation. 

At 9:30 o’clock Mayor. Kiel and 
President Aloe of the Board of Al- 
dermen formally opened the market 
with addresses from the steps of the 
Barr Branch Library, Jefferson and 
Lafayette avenues, where the crowd 
asembled to attend the exercises. 

The buyers were somewhat disap- 
pointed at the prices offered, as they 
were only slightly under grocery store 
figures. Fred Hutzfeld, president of 
the association, attributed this to the 
great demand and lack of competi- 
tion encountered by the few farmers 
who came. . 

Potatoes sold at 40 cents a peck, 
tomatoes at 50 cents a bushel and 
five ears of corn were sold for 10 
cents. Everything was fresh from 
the country, however, and little com- 
plaint was made. With at least 100 
wagons on the market, officials of 


the association believe that cus- 
tomers would effect genuine econ- 
omy.

PERSHING SAYS ALLES 
WILL WIN DEGISWELY 


Propaganda to Spread Idea That 
War Will End in Draw An- 
gers Americans in France. 


By Associated Press. 
AMERICAN TRAINING CAMP IN 
FRANCE, Oct. 5 (delayed).—Amer- 
ica’s fighting men will carry the 
cause of the entente allies to a suc- 
cessful issue over Germany, Gen. 
Pershing, Commander in Chief of the 
American forces in France declared 
today. His statement was in answer 
to reports that the war on the west- 
ern front would result in a draw. 
American newspapers recently ar- 
rived in France, telling of efforts in 
certain quarters in the United States 
to spread the idea that the western 
front could never be broken or the 
Germans driven out of France, have 
aroused not only Gen. Pershing, but 
the entire American army. 

Further resentment has been 
caused by the information that these 
reports have been taken up by @er- 
man newspapers in an attempt to be- 
little America’s effort in the war. 
“German propaganda working in 
America through the agency of our 
pacifists would spread this idea 
among our people in order to weak- 
en our initiative,” said Gen. Persh- 
ing. “Having lost its tactical ad- 
vantage in the Yyres salient, which 
it enjoyed for more than two years, 
the German army continues to yield 
ground before the hammering Brit- 
ish assaults. Everywhere on the 
western front, despite the large num- 
ber of German troops which the 
Russian situation has released, Ger- 
many is on the defensive and the al- 
lies are on the offensive. , 

“America has the resources in 
men and material, once they are pre- 
pared, to add the weight which must 
force a military decision against 
Germany. Our troops are imbued 
with a spirit of aggressiveness, 4 
spirit that means we are going to 
win this war, and that we have no 
idea of allowing ourselves to be in- 
flenced by pacifists or enemy propa- 
ganda.

“It may be said that the duty of 
the President to enforce the laws of 
the country carries with it by impli- 
cation control over the military 
forces for that purpose, and that the 
decision as to when the laws are 
violated, and the manner in which 
‘they should be redressed, rests with 
the President. The question of en- 
forcing the laws of the United States, 
however, does not arise in the pres- 
ent discussion. The laws of the 
United States have no efect outside 
the territory of the United States. 
Our army in France, or our navy on 
the high seas may be engaged in 
worthy enterprises, but they are not 
enforcing the laws of the United 
States, and the President derives 
from his constitutional obligation to 
enforce the laws of the country, no 
power to determine the purposes of 
the present war.”’ 


Contending iit is the duty of Con- 
gress to define the purpose of the 
war and determine when it shall end, 
he declared: ‘The question is, are 
we to sacrifice millions of our young 
men—the very promise of the land 
—and spend billions of more mil- 
lions and pile up the cost of living 
until we starve—not for a peace 
without victory, but for a peace, sO 
far as we are yet advised, satis- 
factory to the allies? Shall the fear- 
fully overburdened people of this 
country continue to bear the brunt 
of a prolonged war for any objects 
not openly stated and definedc 

“The answer rests, in my judg- 
ment, with the Congress, whose duty 
it is to declare our specific purposes 
in the present war and to state 
the objects upon the attainment of 
which we will make peace.”’ 


Kellogg Replies to La Follette. 
Senator Kellog accused La Follette 
of misstating facts in the St. Paul 
speech and denied that this country 
went to war to secure Americans the 
right to travel on munition laden 
ships or to protect loans made by 
Morgan & Co, to foreign govern- 
ments. 

“T am as jealous of the right of 
free speech as any member of this 
body,” said Senator Kellogg. “But 
this is a question of erroneous state- 
ment of facts rather than of free 
sveech.” 

“IT have no right or wish,” he con- 
tinued ‘to criticise any man who 
voted against this nation going to 
war, although I may disagree with 
him: but we are at war, and I be- 
lieve men of this body, men of in- 
fluence, should not make statements 
tending to aid and encourage the 
enemy and to cast dishonor and dis 
credit upon this nation.’’ 


Robinson Criticises La Follette. 
“It is unfortunate for the country 
and for the Senator from Wiscon- 
sin,’’ said Senator Robinson of Ar- 
kansas, replying to Senator La Fol- 
lette, “that he has lent himself and’ 
his services to the promotion of ideas 
and desires of the Kaiser.” 

La Follette’s Speech. 
Senator La Follette, in his speech, 
asserted that the “war party,’ be- 
sides carrying on a campaign of 


against members of Congress who 
voted against the war, was attempt- 
ing to suppress discussion of war is- 
sues and intimidate the people them- 
selves by invading their homes and 
unlawfully throwing them into jail. 

The Senator quoted at length from 
Mexican war speeches of Lincoln, 
Clay, Webster and Sumner in sup- 
port of his defense of the right of a 
member of Congress to assail the pol- 
icy of the Government and dwelt at 
length upon the constitutional duty 
of Congress rather than the Presi- 
dent to proclaim the nation’s pur- 
poses in taking up arms. He made 
no reference to the inquiry ordered 
yesterday by the Senate into his 
speech before the Nonpartisan 
League at St. Paul and dealt with 
criticisms of himself only generally. 

“Six members of the Senate, and, 
as I recall, about 50 members of the 
House voted against the declaration 
of war,” he said. “Immediately there 
was let loose upon those Senators and 
Representatives a flood of invective 
and abuse from newspapers and indi- 
viduals who had been clamoring for 
war, unequaled, I believe, in the his- 
tory of civilized society. 

“Prior to the declaration of war, 
every man who had ventured to op- 
pose our entrance, into it had been 
condemned as a coward or worse, 
and even the President had by no 
means been immune from these at- 
tacks. Since the declaration of war 
the triumphant war party has pur- 
sued those Senators and Representa- 
tives who voted against wer with ma- 
licious falsehood and recklessly libel- 
ous attacks, going to the extreme 
limit of charging them with treason 
against their country. 

“Voted According to Opinions.” 
“It is not claimed that the Sena- 
tors who opposed the declaration of 
war have since that time acted with 
any concerted purpose either regard- 
ing war measures or any others. They 
have voted according to their individ- 
ual opinions, have often been opposed 
to each other on bills and, according 
to my recollection, have never all 
voted together since that time on any 
single proposition upon which the 
Senate had been divided.” 

Besides quoting at iength from 
American statesmen who op- 
posed bitterly President Polk’s pol- 
icy in the Mexican war, the Wiscon- 
sin Senator gave extracts from 
speeches by Burke, Fox, Lord Chat- 
ham and others in the British Parlia- 
ment attacking Great Britain’s war 
upon the American colonies. He 
said he did it to show the people 
that free speech was no new doctrine 
born of the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States. 8 

In support of his assertion that 
Congress should: speak for the coun- 
try in declaring the purposes of war, 
the Senator cited precedents at great 
length. 

“It would be bad enough if the 
Constitution clothed the President 
with any such power,” he said, “but 
to exercise such power without con- 
stitutional authority cannot long be 
tolerated if even the forms of free 
government are to remain. We

These prices must be met by 
the St. Louis dairies, who draw their 
supply of milk from the same terri- 
tory. Scarcity of farm labor and in- 
creased cost of feedstuffs also are 
elements affecting advanced prices. 

“Realizing our inability to control 
or question the price charged by pro- 
ducers in Illinois, your committee 
contented itself with the subject of 
distribution cost to St. Louis deal- 
ers. 

“This varies with different con- 
cerns, ranging from $2.66 to $2.75 
per 100 pounds. This cost, added to 
the price of $3.20 per 100 pounds at 
the receiving stations in Illinois for 
raw milk, we believe, justifies local 
distributers in charging a price not 
exceeding 13 or 14 cents per quart 
for milk delivered to customers. 

“Some figures submitted indicate 
that the dairies operated during the 
past year at a loss, attributed in a 
good measure to the drivers’ strike 
and unsettled market conditions, but 
as a general proposition the dairy 
business has proven a lucrative one. 

“The committee believes the 
Board of Aldermen is powerless to 
legislate in such manner as would 
afford relief from present condi- 
tions.”’

PERUVIAN CONGRESS VOTES | 
FOR BREAK WITH GERMANY 


Ballot Is Almost Unanimous—Rela- 
tions Probably Will Soon 
Severed. ‘ 


LIMA, Peru, Oct. 6.—The Peru- 
vian Government probably will soon 
break off diplomatic relations with 
Germany. The first step was taken 
today when Congress by an almost 
unanimous vote decided in favor of 
such a course. 

The Peruvian Government on Sept. 
26 instructed its Minister at Berlin 
to present to the German Govern- 
ment a demand that satisfaction be 
given within eight dfys for the sink- 
ing of the Peruvian bark Lorton. It 
was added that if the demand was 
not met diplomatic relations would 
be broken. 

The Lorton was sunk inside Span- 
ish territorial waters last February 
by.a German submarine. Declaring 
tHat the sinking was unjustifiable, 
Peru insisted that Germany should 
pay an indemnity. The German Gov- ‘ 
ernment offered to submit the case 
to a prize court. 

A dispatch from Lima on Oct. 4, 
said the Peruvian Government had 
discovered that A. von der Heyde, 
the Minister to Germany, had not 
delivered to the German Foreign Of- 
fice the ultimatum demanding satis-* 
faction within eight days for the 
sinking of the Lorton. The Minister 
was reprimanded by his Government 
and was ordered to make the pre- 
sentation immediately.

Doping the _ final figures of a 
world’s series like this is one of the 
worst tasks in the game. One cap 
dope quite accurately what any 
known pitcher is liable to do against 
a team of known strength. But the 
great difficulty is in picking the 
pitchers in the order in which they 
will work. I have tried to do that. 
athough neither manager, naturally, 
has given out any positive indication 
of his plans of campaign. In this 
series selecting the pitchers who are 
most likely to work in the games is 
not as hard as it looks. 


Difference With Pitchers. 


HE teams are so closely matched 
that practicaly the entire dif- 


ference, as they go to the post, lies 
in the pitching staff. The White 
Sox have slightly the better flingers 
for purposes of this series. Mc- 
Graw’s staff really is stronger for 
this series than a regular season. 
That is, McGraw has pitchers whose | 
style is best adapted to stopping the 
Sox. In spite of their loud procla- 
mations, that they love to bat 
against left-handers, the White Sox 
are not strong against that kind of 
pitching. 

McGraw has three corking left- 
handers—but I have counted Benton 
out of it to a large extent. His 
style is of the sort that the White 
Sox see frequently.

I have 
figured what the pitchers would pitch 
to each man (or try to pitch), what 
that man was éliable 
pitched to in that manner, what the 
managers would do in each position 
and at each stage of the game. 

Sometimes I caught myself rooting 
and yelling. You see, I'm a White 
Sox fan at heart, and two weeks of 
suppressing my own wishes and stick- 
ing to pure figure dope Was been 
hard. 

But now that the figures have been 
compiled, added, studied from every 
angle and applied to the games, I'm 
going out there and root for the Sox.

HE first years of the child’s 
zk life—roughly speaking, 
from birth to the age of 6 
—constitutes the most important 
period of the child’s whole exist- 
ence,” writes Miriam Finn Scott 
-in the October Good Housekeep- 

ing, and explains her statement . 
by saying: “It is during this pe- 
riod that the child covers 2 great- 
er area of growth than during all 
the rest of his life combined; it is 
during this period that the child's 
instincts’ begin to reach out, when 
his habits are established, when 
he is most impressionable, most” 
formative, and most imitative; 
and since it is during this period 
that he spends practically all his

Why Ghosts Wander About

VER since the war began there 
E. have been persistent tales 
from the battle front of 
ghosts that stalked abroad at night, 
sometimes in whole companies. De- 
spite the incredulity with which 
these stories were at first received, 
the men who had seen what they be- 
lieved to be* wraiths insisted so 
strongly that their statements have 
come to be more than half believed. 
Many a French soldier has been posi- 
tive that he saw Joan of Arc riding 
between the lines, waving aloft the 
sword of victory. British soldiers 
have been equally positive that they 
saw St. George and the Cross hover- 
ing over the field. 

Now comes Prof. Charles FE. Mur- 
roe of George Washington University, 
who is an explosive expert for the 
Government and says’ that these 
ghosts may be quite real after all’ 
Prof Monroe offers an explanation 
that is highly interesting. 

Phosphorus always is luminous in 
the dark. A man’s body contains 
about 55 ounces of phosphorus. Up- 
on a hard fought field where many 
bodies lay exposed, this phosphorus 
weuld begin to rise after a time. A 
warm night would be especially fa- 
vorable for a spectral performance. 
Suppose that a gentle wind was blow- 
ing, gathering just enough of the 
phosphorus together to look like a 
woman or saint with flowing robes. 
Every zephyr would seemingly move 
these robes, giving the impression of 
walking or dancing. This probably 
is the reason why all ghosts are rep- 
resented as being wrapped in a sheet. 

The “No Man’s Land” between the 
trenches would be the very place 
where a procession of wraiths might 
be expected. With many bodies ly- 
ing about, some of them long un- 
burined, the amount of phosphorus 
passing into the air woulld be con- 
siderable. It is easy to conceive of 
a war-worn soldier mistaking some 
strange shape of the night for the 
revered Joan or the knightly George, 
What more natural than that his 
brain should evoke a memory of his 
nation’s most heroic spirit, clothing 
it anew with a ghostly form.
